sented Trust In Deal. 


Washington, July I.—Charles Custis 
Harrison, former provost of the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania, told the house 
sugar trust probers that the sugar 
trust had given $10,000,000 in stock for 
the Franklin sugar refinery in Pbila 
delphia. 
The Franklin company, he said, was 
capitalized at just half the amount 
paid for It in stock by the trust. 
Mr. Harrison is a stockholder in the 
American Sugar 
Refining company, 
and for many years was a partner of 
Theodore A. Havemeyer in the sugar 
business. He is an uncle of George H. 
Fiazier, of the so-called trust. 
David S. Stetson, also of Philadel­ 
phia, was another witness before the 
probers. He declared that he had con- 
du( ted negotiations for the trust with 
Adolph Segal; asserted, despite Se­ 
gal's denial, that Segal had told him 
be built the Pennsylvania sugar refin­ 
ery to "force it on the sugar trust,” 
and berated George H. Earle, of Phila­ 
delphia, so roundly that tho chairman 
of the probers objected. 
The testimony of Mr. Stetson was 
in lebuttal to that of Adolph Segal. 
Mr. Segal testified that he had no 
recollection of 
Stetson, though the 
later had told bim recently that he 
bad conferred with him In the Manu­ 
facturers’ club at Philadelphia. 
"I talked to Mr. Segal at the club 
at bis instance regarding the sale of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
refinery 
to 
the 
American Sugar Refining company,” 
said Stetson. 
Mr. Stetson said Mr. 
Segal told him how he happened to 
i-eil a Camden refinery to the Ameri­ 
can company. 
Mr. Stetson said be wrote to Mr. 
Thomas that he thought Mr. Segal wag 
about busted and would sell,” and es­ 
timated the cost of the refinery at he 
t ween $1,800,OOO and $2,OOO,OOO.
